Collectors desiring first-day cancellations may send not in excess 
of 10 addressed envelopes, accompanied with remittance for the stamps 
to be affixed, to the Postmaster at Atlantic City, N. J., in time fer ser- 
vicing before June 9. The envelope addressed to the Postmaster should 
be indorsed “First Day Covers Doctor Stamp.” to Expedite handling, 
first-day covers will be cancelled by machine as much as possible. The 
stamp will be issued in sheets of 50 and the initial printing is for 


125,000,000. 


The Doctor stamp will be sale at the Philatelic Agency, Washington

The Bureau Of Engraving And Printing

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing in Washington surely 
did a very handsome job of selecting personnel to staff its exhibit at 


the New York show. 


We were especially impressed by the manner 


and attitude of John M. Smith, Superintendent of Postage Stamp 
Printing at.the Bureau. Frankly, if we had been in Mr. Smith’s 
place behind the railing and glass cases of the Bureau Exhibit and 
had to answer the questions that were fired at him continuously from 


the crowd’s we’d have been a® 


trifle batty by the end of the 
day. But he took it all in his 
stride, never losing his smile, or 
relaxing his interested attitude to 
every question asked, and we im- 
agine that the same questions 
— asked many times during the 
ay 

The bureau showed part of a 
roll of stamps as it comes off the 
rotary presses and before being 
perforated. These were the new 
3c Centenary stamps and as shown 
in the roll, were the object of 
many high sounding offers to Mr. 
Smith for purchase. The smart 
man just let the boys and girls 
drool all they wanted. There 
was also a display of unsevered 
coil stamp sheets, and one of the 
unsevered booklet . panes. All 
very nice merchandise indeed, but 
not for sale. We later found out 
that Mr. Smith is an old hand at 
this exhibition game, for he was 
on hand at the TIPEX in 1936, 
doing the same job that he is per- 
forming now. 

To our question of what im- 
pressed him most about this pres- 








ent show, he gave us a very sur- 
prising answer. Since he is in 
a position to know we can’t argue, 
but here it is. He claims that the 
questions that are asked of him 
at this show by youngsters of 
twelve and under are very clear 
and intelligent requests for in- 
formation, that put even the 
adults to shame when compared 
to those asked him by the grown- 
ups at TIPEX eleven years ago. 
So apparently the kids are taking 
their collecting seriously, and it 
wouldn’t be a bad idea for the 
adult collectors and the dealers 
to take note of this fact. 


The Bureau also had a number 
of frames of both stamps and 
money on display which made our 
eyes pop. We were almost sold 
on collecting revenue stamps 
after seeing the gorgeous frame of 
Phillippine, Puerto Rico and Unit- 
ed States Revenue stamps, but the 
pocket book can only stretch so 
far and we’re giving it an awful 
pull now.

The Big Sfamp Show Was All 
That If Was Supposed To Be; 
Enormous Crowds Well Pleased

One really couldn’t appreciate what went on at the Gonteneny 
International Philatelic Exhibition unless they were actually 
on the scene many hours of the day and constantly circulating 


throughout the three floors. 


We saw things here that we never 


suspected and we’re not too naive either. 
We arrived at ten o’clock Saturday morning at Grand Central 


Palace for the opening ceremonies. 


Lines extended from each 


side of the main, and only entrance, in each direction and around 
into 46th street on one end for a half square, and on 47th street the 


same way. We were never so® 


grateful for having a Press Pass 
as then, for flashing this piece of 
paper in our best sophisticated re- 
porter manner in front of the eyes 
of the gateman, we breezed right 
in. 

All the speeches were duly 
noted and listened to, as well 
as several selections by the 
Post Office band and the NY 
AA Glee club. This took place at 
the head of the entrance stairs on 
the display platform where “Old 
Eyeful” the British Guiana was 
enshrined. After the brief cere- 
monies opening the show, crowds 
lined up to take their look 
at this rarity, and from on in we 
never saw a moment when some- 
one -vas not passing a look at this 
glorified bread iJabel. 

In connection with “Old Eyeful” 
the J. & H. Stolow Co. had a 
clever idea for advertising and 
for gathering names for a mail- 
ing list. When a person viewed 


this stamp, they had the opportun- | off 


ity of taking a printed card and 
filling it in with the required in- 
formation and then presenting it 
at the Stolow booth where they 
were rewarded with a very nice 
reproduction of the British Gui- 
ana, 


The line in front of the twelve 
windows where stamps were sold 
by the Philatelic Agency were 
never empty and it took on the 
average of two hours for a per- 
son to reach a window. It look- 
ed like everyone had the stamp 
buying fever and they certainly 
made the most of it, for nothing 
less than one sheet was pur- 
chased by any of these patient 
persons. 

To confirm the above spree, a 
release from the Post Office De- 
partment, dated Tuesday, May 20, 
gives the figures on this phila- 
telic field day. A total of (hold 
on to your hats) 7, 586, 267 
stamps valued at $227,588.01 were 
sold, Brethren, that’s a lot of pa- 
per and a lot of money passing 
hands in one day. The total of 
first day covers cancelled set a 
new record also, when 712,873 
of these tore through the can- 
celling machine. 

We were extremely fortunate 
in being able to catch Robert E. 
Feller, Superintendent of the Di-

few unoccupied moments. This 
was at 11 a. m. Just one hour 
after the show had opened. He 
told us then that during the first 
hour 1,000,000 stamps had been 
sold. He told us then the high- 
est purchase to that time had 
amounted to $68,000 from one 
person. 

All over the place people were 
tearing, licking, stuffing and ad- 
dressing first day covers. They 
were at tables provided for the 
purpose, on the stairs, leaning 
again posis, under the frames 
on window sills, on stair rails, 
and one place we saw one fellow 
leaning over while another used 
his back for a desk. Such people! 
Very few of the faithful knew it, 
but they could have gone to the 
Main Post office and gotten their 
Centenary stamps without wait- 
ing. The same thing held true on 
Monday when the miniature 
sheet was given a first day send 


The Post Office Department 
was very accomodating in their 
considerations of the collectors. 
They made it possible for one to 
take his covers to the cancelling 
machine, have them postmarked, 
and then have them returned to 
them immediately. The line up 
of people in front of this window 
was, almost as bad as in front of 
the stamp windows, but it did 
move a trifle faster. Mr. Feller, 
Mr. Lawler, their staffs, and the 
various employes of the Post- 
Office Department who partici- 
pated in this mad house of ac- 
tivity are to be sincerely com- 
mended for the pains and_ pa- 
tience that they expended in 
their all out catering to the col- 
lectors. We asked a lot of people 
about their reaction to the serv- 
ice given by the Post office at the 
show, and we heard nothing but 
praise each time. 

After we had duly mailed our 
few covers we started our rounds

23 April 1947 marked 100 years 
since the death of ERIK GUS- 
TAF GEIJER. Born in 1783, at 
16 he was a student of Uppsala 
University. In 1817 he became a 
professor of history there and 
wrote a history giving him one 
of the highest places on the 
faculty and made him one of 
the outstanding Swedish per- 
sonages of that time.

The 
gentry that have been selling 
stamps to the public at fancy 
prices had better wake up, for 
all indications point to the fact 
that a lot of collectors are wising 
up and becoming price conscious.

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Stamp Shorfage Causes 
Barbados General Post 
Office To Use Surcharge 


On Monday, April 21, the Gen- 
eral Post Office of Barbados, B. 
W. I. placed on sale a stamp that 
had been surcharged with a new 
value of 1d. The original stocks 
of the 1d. regular stamp had been 
exhausted some six weeks previ- 
ously, and it was not until the 
stocks of the 44d. stamp became 
used up, in making a 1d. value by 
the use of two stamps, that the 
Post Office resorted to the issue 
of a surcharged stamp. 

The use of these surcharged 
stamps is only a temporary meas- 
use pending the arrival of new 
supplies. Only a limited number 
were made, and it is not the in- 
tention of the General Post Office 
to let any of these stamps go 
abroad. 

The surcharge has been made 
on the 2d. carmine red_ stamp, 
Scott type A-21, with a_ black 
ink. It consists of the words 
ONE PENNY, in two lines, in 
sans seriff capitals. Word from 
purely unofficial sources have 
stated that there have been two 
printings of the stamps so far, 
the first being for 120,000 and 
the second for 60,000. The sur- 
charge is found on stamps perfor- 
ated 14 all around and on some 
perforated 13% x 13, but in what 
proportions is not known. 

No major varieties have been 
discovered to date, although sev- 
eral minor varieties have made 
an appearance. These are:— 

1. A mark that looks like an 
inverted comma over the “O” of 
ONE. This is the 80th stamp on 
the sheet. It was corrected in 
the second printing. 

2. The middle bar of the“E” in 
PENNY is almost missing. The 
stamp bearing this variety is 
number 64 on the sheet. It was 
not corrected on the second print- 
ing. 

3. Normally the “O” of ONE 
is directly over the “E” of PEN- 
NY. On several copies in the 
sheet of 120 stamps, the “O” 
falls between the “E” and “N” of 
PENNY. 

The surcharging was done lo- 
cally, and apparently was a good 
job, for as yet there have been 
no double, inverted or other er- 
ror overprints.

Spain Has A First Class 
Rush On Airmail Stamps 





In Spain, airmail is being used 
to such an extent that the higher 
denominations of air post stamps 
are quite hard to obtain at the 
Post Offices. The Spanish gov- 
ernment is trying to remedy the 
situation by ordering quantities 
of stamps sufficient in number to 
take care of any contingencies. 
For the time being, other provi- 
sions are being made to supply 
stamps to the public. 

Two stamps recently issued for 
airmail were thought at the time 
to be enough to prepay all high 
postage charges that might arise 
from the use of this service. 
These were the 4 Pesetas, Haya 
and the 10 Pts., Garcia Morato. 
Both stamps were printed and en- 
graved by the Spanish Mint, The 
Fabrica Nacional de la Moneda y 
Timbre. Only 200,000 of each 
of the stamps were ordered print- 
ed, after which the plate were 
destroyed.

First day 
covers for philatelists will be 
handled only by the Postmaster 
at Ottawa. The stamp will also 
be on sale, by mail order, through 
the Philatelic Division of the 
Post Office Department in Otta- 
wa, on and after the First of 


July. 

The birth of Canadian Citizen- 
ship is a development of the 
greatest importance in Canadian 
Constitutional history. It is be- 
lieved that the issue of a special 
postage stamp to mark the occa- 
sion will serve to draw the atten- 
tion of many people outside of 
Canada, as well as inside the 
Dominion, to this _ significant 
event. 5 

Orders for the new stamp in 
mint condition may now be sent 
to the Philatelic Division, Finan- 
cial Branch, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Ottawa, Canada, and will 
receive the earliest possible des- 
patch after Ist July. 

Orders for the new stamps only 
will be given priority over mixed 
orders for both the new stamps 
and former issues. Mixed orders 
cannot be filled until some con- 
siderable time after 1st July. 

First Day Cover’ Service 
will be given only at the Post 
Office at OTTAWA, Ontario. The 
regular cancellation of the Otta- 
wa Post Office, as of the Ist July, 
1947, will be used on all covers 
received in time for First Day 
mailing. The Philatelic Division 
will not handle First Day Covers, 

Persons who desire to obtain 
First Day Covers should send to 
the Postmaster, Ottawa, Ontario, 
Canada, the addressed covers in- 
tended for First Day mailing, to- 
gether with a remittance (pay- 
able to the Receiver General of 
Canada) covering the value of the 
stamps to be used. Personal 
certified . or 
marked “Accepted” by the Bank 
on which they are drawn. If the 
remitter asks for mint stamps as 
part of the proceeds, the request 
cannot be complied with and the 
remittance and unmailed covers 
will have to be returned to the 
applicant, 

The new stamp will be of ap- 
proximately the same size and 
vertical arrangement as the 10- 
cent. Pictorial of 1942 (Scott’s No. 
255). If blocks of four are re- 
quested to be used on covers, 
covers affording the necessary 
space should be forwarded.

Clintic said, he got franked let- 
ters from all the Congressmen, 
but one.

Those among the readers who 
are desirous of making some tie in 
with Masonry of their 5c and 10c 
1847 stamps, or the reproductions 
printed in the form of the Cen- 
tenary Souvenir Sheet have but to 
consult the May issue of the Ma- 
sonic Philatelist, official publica- 
tion of the Masonic Stamp Club 
of New York. Several excellent 
articles on both Washington and 
Franklin are ‘to be found therein. 

One article gives the story of 
Franklins efforts in behalf of Co- 
lonial Post Offices under the 
British and under the new United 
States government. ‘Washington 
in Postal History states his part in 
the development of the Post Of- 
fice and of some of the personal 
efforts he expended in the estab- 
lishment of them.

Czechoslovakia Plans To 
Mechanize Post Offices 





Mechanization of the Czecho- 
slovak postal system is to be 
carried out as part of the Two- 
Year-Plan for 1947 and 1948, ac- 
cording to a statement by the 
Minister of Posts, Msgr. Franti- 
sek Hala, to the Transport Com- 
mittee of the Constituent Na- 
tional Assembly. 

Autematic counting machines 
and automatic weighing scales 
will be introduced in all post- 
offices throughout the country, 
he said. In every big apartment 
hous2, special delivery boxes will 
be installed. Experiments with 
the latter already have been made 
in one Prague district with sat- 
isfactory results. 

The object of these 
ments, the Rev. Mr. Hala said 
is to save manpower. Following 
the transfer of the Sudetens to 
Germany, Czechoslovakia is very 
short of skilled and even un- 
skilled labor. 

At least 250,000 workers are 
needed by both industry and agri- 
culture and a further 150,000 in 
the building trades, it is esti- 
mated here. 

On the other hand, there are 
at least 130,000 more state em- 
ployees than before the war, ac- 
cording to reliable estimates made 
recently. Seeing that the country 
is smaller by the area of Sub- 
Carpathian Ruthenia, ceded to 
Russia, it is believed that all these 
130,000 could be spared for other 


improve- 


work. 
Speaking of stamps, the Rev. 
M. Hala foreshadowed a reduc- 


tion in the number of new issues. 
This may come as a relief to

shown by John R. Boker, Jr. of 
New York He had precancelled 
stamps and envelopes from 1847 
on in singles and multiple pieces, 


(7g| and if there is anywhere that he 


can expand after having as com- 
plete a collection as he had, we’d 
be very surprised. 

Postmarks and _ cancellations 
shown on early 19th Century 
covers were illustrated in the col- 
or of the cancellation right next 
to the envelope on which that 
cancellation appeared. This made 
an instructive and attractive dis- 
play and the owner of this five 
frame exhibit, John M. Gardner 
of Denver deserves heaps of 
praise and a prize. We liked the 
exhibit of Phillip G. Strauss of 
Baltimore, who had what should 
be a winning display of Post- 
marks, Cancellations and Corner 
Cards on envelopes of the late 
1800's. The corner cards were 
interesting by themselves, but 
were enhanced considerably by 
the tasteful manner in which they 
were mounted. 

The Newberry collection of the 
1847’s on cover was something to 
take your breath away. The 
envelopes looked as if they had 
come from the stationers but yes- 
terdar, while the stamps on them 
appeared in crisp, fresh condi- 
tion. .:ll stamps were neatly and 
securely tied to cover with a va- 
riety of type and color cancels. A 
long time must have been spent 
to acumulate a superb lot of 
eovers such as this, for while a 
lot of people have the 1847’s on 
cover, and we're not one of them, 
never have we seen all covers so 
superb. ; 

The two frame exhibit of Miss 
Metta Heathcote, St. Petersburg, 
Fla. contaired U. S. mint singles 
of the 20th Century mounted and 
written up in a manner after our 
own heart. Another of the fair- 
er sex captured our fancy with 
her specialized display of stamps 
and material pertinent to the 
Trans-Mississippi issue. This was 
Mrs. Ethel B. McCoy of New 
York who showed this set of 
stamps on cover, in mint blocks 
and plate block, the proofs of it, 
the several varieties that occurred 
and reference material as to the 
designs used. This was nicely 
mounted, too. 

Harold C. Brooks had a tre- 
mendous amount of unusual 19th 
Century material in his five 
frames. This Marshall, Mich, citi- 
ben tickled our fancy no end with 
his comprehensive display of the 
various local stamps on _ cover, 
the Provisionals on cover, the 
stampless covers, the various 
eancels and postmarks, the Cor- 
ner Cards, the pictorial and Pro- 
paganda envelopes all excellent- 
ly written up and_ attractively 
mounted. 

There were many more exhib- 
its that we saw and liked and 
about which we would like to 
tell. These we expect to cover in 
another edition of this paper. 
There are also other interesting 
items about the dealers, the show 
in general and unusual things 
that are worth hearing about. 
Look for this resume next week, 
for at the present we must sign 
off in order to get this to the 
press room.

particular interest was the one 
containing United States paper 
money in denominations of $1 to 
$100,000, but as we have all these 
in our own money collection, we 
didn’t spend much time looking 
at it (who said, “Oh Yeah?’’). 

Right across the aisle from the 
exhibit in which Mr. Smith held 
sway was the one where the min- 
iature sheets were printed on a 
hand press. Did we meet more 
nice people here? You said it. 
The first time we caught the go- 
ings on here, we saw a_ short, 
stocky and very friendly fellow 
lecturing and demonstrating to 
the crowds just what processes 
are followed in the printing of a 
stamp, and especially of the min- 
iature sheet that he was prepar- 
to run off on the hand press. He 
was in blue ink up to his elbows 
and how he kept the stuff off his 
white shirt without any apparent 
effort intrigued us quite a lot. 

We didn’t have long to wonder, 
for we secured an introduction 
and met James “Jimmy” M. 
Thompson who has now been 
with the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing for 41 years, where 
he holds forth in the Plate Print- 
ing Division. It was he that 
printed the Century of Progress 
Souvenir Sheets away back in 
1933 when the Exposition was 
held in Chicago. It was his 
opinion that the set-up at the 
show in New York was much 
better in the facilities offered 
and the interest shown than_at 
the Century of Progress in Chi- 
cago. 

He is now 58 years old and ex-

We learn- 
ed a lot from, and enjoyed very 
much, our meeting with Jimmy. 

After Jimmy had a plate all 
inked up (and himself with it) 
an impression was then ready to 
be taken on paper, or as the lad 
next to us said, “He’s gonna 
print a stamp.” In this act he 
had some very attractive help in 
the person of Loretta Giordano, 
who has.been with the Bureau 
for five years and with this as- 
signment was enjoying her first 
seige of appearing before the pub- 
lic at a large stamp show. Loret- 
ta’s part of the job would be to 
place a prepared sheet of paper 
on the plate that Jimmy had ink- 
ed and then run it through the 
hand press for the printing. Af- 
ter this process she would take 
the finished sheet around the en- 
closure for the public to see. 

At the time the Thompson-Gi-

Allow plenty 
room for its application on left 
side of 6-%4 envelopes. Cancella- 
tions will be from various offices 
of the Postal Department, around 
Portland and from ships if in the 
harbor at time of event. 
It is suggested that the Rose 
Festival covers bear 3c com-- 
memorative stamps and the Na- 
tional Airmail Rose Show covers 
bear 5c airmail stamps. The later 
will be mailed from the Airfield 
P. O. recently opened in Portland 
for service by United and North- 
west or Westcoast Airline to all 
points in the country.
